Once upon a time, some 217 
years ago, our forefathers 
brought to this land their 
customs, languages, skills and 
dances. This country has been 
known as the melting pot of the 
world. At first, grouped into 
ethnic concentrations in differ- 


ent parts of the country, they enjoyed their dances in the pure 
forms of their homelands. American folk dancing has two great 


ancestors. . 
royal ballrooms of France. 

Through a progression and a coming 
together of minuets, quadrilles, lancers, 
contras, circles, waltzes, polkas and 
schottesche emerged the Appalachian 
Mountain Dance and the New England 
Country Dance. From the ethnic to the 
traditional dancing of the past, a 
heritage was left with the states 
bordering the Atlantic. As people spread 
across the land, migrated west and 
moved from one city to another, the 
various forms of dance became more and 
more integrated. By the start of the 
twentieth century, a blending of the 
different dance styles had been 
completed and thus the birth of the 
American Square Dance taking over 
characteristics of the past. 

The New England brand of 
fnendliness in the mid-1800s was 
accurately expressed in the Kitchen 


. from the greens and fields of England and from the 


Junkets. These were family and 
neighborhood gatherings taking place in 
someone's home, where the largest room, 
being the kitchen, would be the scene of 
the party. This form of activity provided 
the friendship and neighborliness that is 
very much a part of the American 
Square Dance. The New England Folk 
started on their wonderful succession of 
contras and quadrilles that are the very 
backbone of our current square dance. 
Out of it grew the simple, freely moving 
and melodious singing squares set to 
American folk tunes. Canadians brought 
the gaiety and joy in life that resulted in 
the long swing so typical of New 
England square dancing. The first part 
of the twentieth century found the 
square dance sinking into oblivion. It 
was revived by people like Henry Ford

HOW MUCH DID THAT 


COST YOU? AT WHAT PRICE? 
John Ruskin once said: 
unwise to pay too much, but it is worse 
to pay too little. 
much, you lose a little money—that is 
all. When you pay too little, vou some-

When you pay too 


times lose everything because the thing you bought was incapable 
of doing the thing it was bought to do. The common law of business 


balance prohibits paying a little and 
getting a lot—it cannot be done. If you 
deal with the lowest bidder, it is well to 
add something for the risk you run, and 
if you do that you will have enough to 
pay for something hetter." 

When you read that and begin to 
think about it, for the most part it 
makes sense. How many times have all 
of us at one point in our lives purchased 
something onlv to have to buy a more 
expensive item soon afterwards when 
the original breaks? It is very common 
for everyone to do something like this. 
We think we are getting a bargain, 
when in reality we are not. 

There is a difference between price 
and cost. The price of something is 
what you initially pay when you 
purchase an item or service. However, 
should you have difficulties for 
whatever reason, you may end up 
spending more money in the long run. 
At that point, how much did it cost you? 

For example, let's say that a club 
hired an inexperienced caller to teach 
their beginners class. There were 14 
couples taking the lessons. At 
graduation time, there were 12 couples 
(assuming normal drop-outs). The class 
graduates but is not really prepared 
adequately to go out and dance at club 
dances. Who is at fault? 

Keep in mind that there can be many 
factors involved regarding the final 
outcome of the ability for a particular 
class, Let's say that the club was 
looking for months for a class teacher. 
They interviewed several, taking into 
consideration the travel involved for each 
caller (closer does not always mean 
better. They finally decided between 
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two callers. Caller A was experienced, 
having taught several classes, Caller B 
was new, never having taught a class 
The price difference between Caller A 
and Caller B was $20.00. The club chose 
Caller B. Why? Most likely because 
Caller B was cheaper. 

Is there anything wrong with this? 
No. there isn't. The economics of the 
times almost forces us to “shop around." 
However, one price was more attractive 
than the other price. Doing what 'most 
anyone would do in that situation, the 
club chose the less expensive caller. 

Let's go back to our class. They have 
now graduated and they are having 
difficulties. They are not fully prepared 
to join a summer Plus workshop series, 
but some of them do anyway. Others 
quit after one or two months of 
struggling at the Mainstream dances. 
The club recognizes that perhaps 
another change is needed for the next 
beginners class, 

The end result, the club keeps five 
couples from the eleven that graduate. 
When we look at it, how much did the 
club "save" by going with Caller B? 1 
would have to say that it cost the club 
more in the long run than it did with the 
initial price. 

Now, does this happen all of the 
time? Certainly not. Does it happen 
most of the time? Моге than likely. 
Can Caller B be blamed for losing most 
of the class? Even that is hard to say, 
There are numerous reasons why people 
quit dancing. The fact that the club 
chose an inexperienced caller to teach 
their class would certainly have a say in 
the final outcome. In this case, the cost

RED BOOT 3036 YOU BELONG TO ME Mike Hoose A 


I liked this tune and have been using it quite a bit early on in my dances. Excellent Red 
Boot instrumental with a strong beat and tight mix of music. Mike uses a Mainstream 
figure which flows smoothly. Any standard 64-beat figure or break will fit. 


BLUE RIBBON 212 TEMPTED Dave Parker D 
Here is a tune with a contemporary country rhythm and a haunting melody. Not everyone 
will like this record; but if you enjoy something a little different, in the style of the late Roy 
Orbison, give this one a try. Instrumental is well recorded and effectively blends from 
major to minor keys. 


ROYAL 504 ASTRO/CHASE Patter C/B 
Royal has come out with two good patter instrumentals on one record. My preference was 
ASTRO because it uses a combination of 5-string banjo and harmonica very effectively. 1 
also like the variation in the music created by 32 beats in the key of C, then 32 beats in the 
key of F, back to C, etc. 


MacGREGOR 2402 DO WHAT YOU DO WELL Brian Hotchkies D flat 
MacGregor Records are back with re-cuts of classic square dance music that was extremely 
popular during the 1960s and 70s, This Lune is no exception and has an upbeat 
instrumental that is very danceable. Brian recorded а figure using Basic Plateau calls; and 
once again, alternate 64-beat choreography can be substituted. 


RAWHIDE 175 JUST ENOUGH LOVE Steve Sullivan E 
FOR ONE WOMAN 

Talk about a bargain—this record has a square dance figure and a round dance routine 

to the same music. Call sheet for the square as well as a separate cue sheet for the 

Phase IV round are provided. Music is an excellent offering with a great rhumba beat 


ROYAL 804 WINGS OF A DOVE Randy Dougherty D 
Music is done in typical Royal style and the dance is n good one, The only inconsistency 
in this record with the original pop version is that the pop version was done in 3/4 
(waltz time) When a song like this is transferred to square dance rhythm (4/4 time! 
something is lost. Callers familiar with the original tune should take note when working 
with this one.

CURTAIN SKIRT

cause. Elsewhere in this issue you will 
see promotional materials for a "SIX 
STATE TEA PARTY DANCE." It isa 
major fund-raising project for the benefit 
of the Square Dance Foundation of New 
England. Dances will be held in many 
locations throughout New England on 
Sunday, October 24. The idea is for 
dancers to get people to sponsor them for 
the tips or rounds that they dance. 
Most of us have been sponsoring 
runners and walkers and swimmers for 
all kinds of worthy cause for many years. 
It is true that many of those events have 
been in support of research for life- 
threatening illness prevention or cure. 
The Square Dance Foundation doesn't 
fall into that significant a category, but 
I would like to convince you that it is a 
worthy cause and deserving of your help. 
The Foundation owns a very nice 
square dance hall and other buildings in 
South Weymouth, Massachusetts. One 
of these other buildings is rented to 
provide a regular income to pay the 
small (about $50,000) remaining mort- 
gage. Another is provided as compen- 
sation for caretaking services to a resi- 
dent caretaker. Yet another is a meet- 
ing room that has been used by caller 
associations, dancer groups and a school 
for callers, The former milk storage 
building (the whole property was an 
operating dairy when the former owner 
started using the barn for dancing) has 
been turned into a very nice library. 
On a trip in May I had the oppor- 
tunity to visit the Lloyd Shaw 
Foundation library in Albuquerque, New 
Mexico. From this visit 1 came away 
with a new appreciation for our own 
New England collection of square dance 
literature and memorabilia The Lioyd 
Shaw collection is one of less than a half 
dozen collections in the world of 
materials 


directly related to American 





square y dation. 


It inclodes ` books, 
records and magazines that show the 
development of this recreational activity 
over the years throughout the world. 
Our collection is every bit as complete 
with respect to the development of 
square dancing in New England. 

The Lloyd Shaw Foundation was 
blessed with a generous benefactor who 
recognized the importance of building 
and maintaining a collection such as this 
во that people may study and know how 
square dancing developed. He gave 
them a beautiful building that they have 
turned into a dance center and library. 
In New England we have not had a gen- 
erous person to donate a large sum. Our 
Foundation property was bought with 
thousands of small donations. The larg- 
est were the small number of people who 
joined the "500 Club" by donating $500. 

What the Foundation property is 
today may in part be credited to the 
considerable work that a very few people 
have put in—with hammers, screw 
drivers and paint brushes in hand—to 
restore and upgrade the property, I 
won't try to name them because I would 
hate to leave someone out, but we all 
owe them appreciation because they 
gave up weekends to contribute their 
effort and their talents so that we might 
all point with pride to this facility. 

The Tea Party Dance is intended to 
help the Foundation over a financial 
rough spot. The Town of South Wey- 
mouth changed the basis of the property 
and the MWRA exploded the cost of 
water and sewer charges at the same 
time that the rental building got taken 
off the market for more than a year by 
an estate settlement for the former 
tenant. All of these circumstances were 
beyond the control of the Foundation and 
have left them with about $15,000 of 
expenses that they cannot cover with 
available funds.

Dick & Evelyn Doyle 


The Square Dance Foundation of 
New England at its May 1993 meet- 
ing added to their Hall of Fame, Dick 
& Evelyn Doyle. 

Dick & Evelyn were a part of the re- 
vival of square dancing in New England 
and were pioneers in the club movement. 
It was in 1950 when Dick picked up a 
microphone and started calling. He be- 
came known as the Milton Thrush. With 
a solid foundation in ballroom dancing 
and his church choir as a background, 
singing calls became a natural. Both Dick 
& Evelyn became outstanding round 
dance teachers and became involved with 
many clubs. 

Dick was an original incorporator of 
The New England Caller magazine (now 


The Northeast Square Dancer) and did 
round dance record reviews for 16 years. 
The Doyles were charter members and 
past president of the Old Colony Callers 
Association, regulars at Bay Path Barn, 
Allen Homestead and the Public House 
at Sturbridge Village and were two of the 
organizers of the Mayflower Festival. 

Their impact on the New England 
Square Dance Scene and their dedicated 
involvement in round dance teaching and 
cueing were significant as the two styles 
of dance joined hand in hand, complement- 
ing one another in a partnership that con- 
tinues in our dance activity of today. 

The Doyles and round dancing are 
considered one and the same in a pioneer- 
ing spirit that lives with us today.

WHEEL AROUND. Callers will often call, "Prom- 
enade, don't slow down, heads (or sides) Wheel 
When Wheel Around is called in this situ- 
ation, is it danced smoothly? Usually not, because the

dancers forget whether they are heads or sides. So either f no one 


starts the Wheel Arounds, which results 
in a speeded-up scramble a few seconds 
later as people try to do the next call, or 
the wrong couple tries to Wheel Around, 
thereby interfering with the couple 
which is supposed to do the call and 
causing a delay in doing the subsequent 
call. The result is awkward dancing, 
which can also cause the square to 
break down. 

Solution: Whenever the caller says, 
"Promenade, don't slow down," 95% of 
the time the next call will be for 
someone to Wheel Around. Realizing 
this, the dancers should say to 
themselves "heads" or sides" while they 
are promenading, so they are mentally 
prepared for whoever is told to Wheel 
Around and can react quickly. 

It is actually the man's primary 
responsibility to know if he is a head 
or side, since he may not have his 
original partner with him, and because 
the girl will take the identity of the 
man in this situation. However, girls, 
recognize that the man may not know 
who he is and that you may have to 
take charge, so try and figure out

whether the man is a head or side if 
you can during the Promenade. 

DO PASO. Do you know the true defi- 
nition of Do Paso? Many dancers do 
not, because most callers cut off the 
ending of the call by substituting a dir- 
ectional command, such as: "turn part- 
ner left to an allemande thar," or “turn 
partner by the left and all Promenade." 

The conclusion of a Do Paso is a 
Courtesy Turn to face in. So if the 
caller calls a Do Paso and does not 
change the ending, you will be expected 
to finish with a Courtesy Turn. 
TIMING. Want to know an easy way 
to tell which dancers are concerned 
about correct timing? Watch how they 
do a Grand Square. 

Dancers who swing halfway through 
and also at the end of the call are 
eliminating 4 beats each time they 
swing, for 4 total of 8 beats. In order to 
eliminate these 8 beats, they have had 
to shortcut the call

The last week in July, America celebrated the one hundredth anniversary of the 
writing of "America the Beautiful by Margaret Bates. One of the major TV 
networks did a program featuring this anniversary, having the Air Force Band and 
the Texas Boy Choir combining their efforts in playing and singing that beautiful 
song, with Pike's Peak in the background. 

It brought back to mind the morning a few years ago when 1 had the privilege of 
working with the Texas Boy Choir and wrote the following dance. I called it the 
"TBC Trio," and it was danced to "America the Beautiful" There is no sex 
identification needed for this dance as it is done with three persons facing three 
others in a large circle. I guess that when you are working with 48 choir boys and 
several adults, you needn't care whether they are boys or girls. I have used the 
routine many times when the ladies far outnumber the men, or with Girl Scouts, or 
even at a convent where there were no men present. The dance works best with 
large numbers in attendance.

TOWER OF PISA From page 23 
taken up with amazement at its 
unbelievably severe degree of lean. 
Never having seen a structure so out of 
plumb and still remaining standing, you 
imagine and dread that you are about 
to witness the immediate collapse of 
this religious masterpiece. However, 
once you settle down, walk closer and 
take photos, you realize not all tourists 
are fearful and are walking along at 
each tier level and some are waving 
greetings from the top story. Although 
the Tower has leaned precariously for 
over 800 years, at the time of our visit 
the authorities had deemed there was 
no immediate cause for concern, and 
allowed visitors. 

We paid the admission fee and, 
adjusting our equilibrium, encircled 
each tier and climbed the 300 well-worn 
steps to the top. We took photos of the 
city of Pisa from the walkways and the 
tower roof and will cherish the thrill 
and pleasant memory of seeing the

famous Leaning Tower from both inside 
and outside. Of course, none will have 
this happy memory if this historical 
masterpiece and religious monument 
collapses and is lost forever. 

The recent collapse of a tower in 
Padua, Italy, with a resulting loss of 
life, was instrumental in the 1992 
closing of the Leaning Tower of Pisa to 
the public. What the future holds for 
the tower remains to be seen. 

We had previously visited the tower 
in 1976 and 1977, and although in our 
1988 visit we noted no visible structural 
changes, time is of the essence. If one 
has a trip to Italy in mind, we 
recommend an early flight in order to 
view this excellent architectural 
masterpiece while it is still standing, 
proudly fighting off the telling forces of 
gravity, the elements and the unsuit- 
able bearing material that was respon- 
sible for its leaning in the first place. 

Happy dancing—and don't take 
close-up photos from the south side.

Traditionally, people never seem to want 
only one of anything. We want and, in many 
cases, demand a choice. One size fits all, 
never. One automobile manufacturer, never. 


Make all cars available in only one color, never. Remember when 


vou had just one television channel? Well, having 
just one channel didn't last long, either 

In most cases, u choice 15 natural and proper. 
We are not all the same height and weight, Each of 
us have favorire colors, We don't all like the same 
lype of entertamment 

But is choice always beneficial? What if you 
had two gas companies, or electric companies, or 
telephone companies? Would you be better off? 
Maybe not 

What will bappen 10 square dancing now that 
there are two national callers associations? We've 
had that question posed to us several times and just 
like you, we don t know, but we can speculate just 
abit. Let'slook very briefly at why there is another 
association and then we Il try to dust off the crystal 
ball und see what's in our future 

CALLERLAB was the only national caller 
association for many years, All callers did not 
belong to that association forvanedreasons, When 
ASCAP-BM1 licensing came along, а few callers 
unhappy with CALLERLAB, formed the Amen- 
can Callers Association. The initial thrust was that 
ACA offered the ASCAP-BMI license at u lower 


rate than CALLERLAB. We don't intend getting 
into whys and what- fors; suffice it to say, they saw 
anopportunity and offered a service. That affected 
callers, but now, what we hear will impact dancers 

It appears each association will now have its 
own lists (progruns) comprised of different 
calls. Before attending a dance, will you need to 
know whatassociation a caller belongs toso that 
you will know what calls will be used? How 
about teaching new dancers? What will these 
people need to leam so that they may dance with 
others in their area? Will a call on one list mean 
the same on the other list? 

Is our crystal ball clouded? We don't see any 
benefit in this type of direction. We sense confu- 
sion. Since square dancing is gaining popularity by 
leaps and bounds, this is just what we needed 

We urge both associations to get together and 
agree on certain fundamentals. Under no circum 
stance should call definitions be different. Under 
no circumstance should “lists” be different. We 
can agree to disagree with what belongs on these 
lists, bul to begin creating more lists is not going to 
benefit square dancing at all.

With the square dance season now in full swing (no pun intended), 
we certainly hope all of you are enjoying the dances and that many 


clubs have large beginners classes. 

Have many of you noticed a trend 
which seems to be developing in our 
activity? I am speaking about a "split- 
level dance" that some clubs are 
beginning to offer. For example, some 
clubs have switched from ап all- 
Mainstream dance, or an all-Plus dance 
toan alternate Mainstream-Plus dance. 

The first tip would be Mainstream, 
the next tip would be Plus, and so on, 
What are your feelings on this? Do 
you see that it is working? 1 have 
seen it work for some clubs and not be 
too successful with others. It seem to 
be growing with popularity. Some 
clubs feel that they need to do this in 
order to survive. 

If you have attended some of these 
dances, you will know what I am 
talking about. But, just for a moment, 
let's look at the whole picture. Let's 
assume that you are a Mainstream 
dancer, you know little or no Plus. You 
go to a dance that is MS/Plus 
alternating tips. What happens? You 
find yourself sitting out every other tip. 
Not what you had in mind when you 
joined this activity, is it? 

Well, that's easy to correct. Just 
don't go to clubs that hold those kinds 
of dances if you don't want to sit out 
every other tip. Well, easier said than 
done. Perhaps that club is the only one 
you could get to within your 
geographical area. Or, that was the 
night you could get the baby sitter, and 
you wanted to dance the Mainstream 
that you spent almost a year learning, 

Let's take it a step further. Say you 
are an A-1 dancer, with little or no A-2 
experience. Would you like to go to an 
A-1 dance with every other tip being 


A-2? I don't think so, But, that's silly, 
you say, there are no alternating A-1/A- 
2 dances, Well, not now there aren't; 
but then again, up until a few years 
ago, there were no alternating MS/Plus 
dances, either. 

What if you are an A-2 dancer and 
some club members have now learned 
C-1? Some of these dancers want more 
C-1 tips at their dances, so they begin 
to alternated tips between A-2/C-1. Will 
it make everyone happy? Probably not. 
You can stretch this up through the 
highest levels. Reality has it that the 
higher levels do not do this. 

However, Mainstream and Plus 
levels are beginning to do this and some 
dancers are starting to feel that they 
are short-changed by it. Many dancers 
like the split level at the dances. Some 
dancers say that they have to do it in 
order to "attract" Plus dancers (i.e., 
more people) at their dances for 
survival. Anything wrong with this? 
Maybe not, I don't know. Has anyone 
asked the Mainstream dancers if they 
are enjoying paying the same amount 
as the Plus dancer and sitting out every 
other tip? If you have, what has been 
their response? 

Is this perhaps the future of the 
activity? Can Mainstream survive? Are 
we pushing the Mainstream level "out 
the window"? Are we "squeezing" the 
Mainstream dancer out of the activity? 
Sounds serious, doesn't it? Well, to some 
(those who dance Plus and above), it 
isn't serious because it doesn't really 
affect them. But what about the 
Mainstream dancer? As one dancer so 
simply put it, "WHAT'S WRONG WITH

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Classes are underway, club programs 
are in full swing, and all over New En- 
gland (and the whole world, for that mat- 
ter) people are enjoying one of the great- 
est recreations available to our over- 
stressed population. This is the month 
of my annual survey of actual attendance 
at weekend dances. The form for report- 
ing attendance will be received in the mail 
by your club officers and your caller. There 
is also a form in this issue of the magazine 
on page 11. Please check to be sure that 
your club's dances are reported to me. 

I am confident that this year the sur- 
vey will show, as it has for the past 7 years, 
that attendance is holding very close to the 
average of 10 squares per dance. I often 
hear people telling me or others that 
square dancing is dying out. The survey 
tells me otherwise. Certainly we are not 
growing as we did in the boom years of the 
1960s, but we share that state with many 
other forms of recreation that were affected 
by the shift to women working outside the 
home and the increased intensity of life 
during the past two decades. 

1 have said for some time that I ex- 
pected the arrival of the baby boom gen- 
eration at the age where the kids left home 
to be a real opportunity for square danc- 
ing. I still believe it. I think that a grow- 
ing number of people are going to try out 
square dancing as a recreation for the next 

10 years. I hope we are ready for them. 

We have been through a period in 
which the challenge of dancing more calls 
and solving more intricate choreographic 
puzzles has received the most attention 
from dancers. Recently, I have detected 
a return of interest in the fun of moving 
to the music in the company of friends as 
the primary focus even when the puzzle 
isn’t very challenging. I have often said 
that square dancing has two very strong 
appeals—the solving ofthe puzzle and the 
sheer joy of the rhythmic movement. 





That is шешен true, but perai A a 
third aspect of the appeal of square danc- 
ing, which is the pleasure of friendship 
and sociability. 

Perhaps the reason I have not paid 
as much attention to this third part of the 
square dance experience is that we call- 
ers don’t have as much control or influ- 
ence in that area. I can make the puzzles 
interesting and I can make the dancing 
smooth, but I can't make friends for you. 
Clubs can help by planning activities that 
bring people together, like parties and 
banner raids and bus trips, but the most 
important part of friendship is you. 

Square dancers are wonderful people. 
Even those who may not be as experi- 
enced as you have demonstrated that they 
are friendly, cooperative, self-confident, 
and lots of other wonderful things because 
they have been through a square dance 
class. (If they were at war with their 
partner or of violent temperament or too 
much inclined to blame their mistakes on 
others, they would never have made it.) 
When you square up, don't always do it 
in the same place on the floor or with the 
same folks that you always dance with. 
Make an effort to meet some of those won- 
derful people on the other side ofthe hall 
that you've never danced with before. 

I remember the fun we had in the '60s 
on Knothead trips, or going out to dinner 
together after a Sunday workshop or 
dance, or going back to someone's house 
for coffee or something stronger after a 
Saturday dance. When folks tell me the 
"fun" has gone out of square dancing, 
maybe that's what they're talking about. 
It's a part of square dancing, but it's one 
that you control. Take that extra step, 
join a new square, invite folks to your 
house or stop for coffee together on the 
way home. Maybe you can help put the 
fun back in square dancing.

To be 
remembered for à job well done gives 
them a warm feeling of accomplishment 
and personal satisfaetion. 
3) Know your people. By knowing your 
people you can better read each indiv- 
idual, answering their special needs.

Be friendly and 
know when to put an arm around a

Add 1 egg and beat well. Sift together 2 
cups flour, 3 TBSP baking powder, 1/2 tsp 
salt and 1/2 tsp cinnamon. Combine ! cup 
mashed bananas, 1/4 cup 
milk and 1 tsp shredded 
orange peel. Add dry 
mixture and banana 
mixture alternately to creamed mixture. 
Stir in 1% cups cranberries and 1 cup 
chopped pecans or walnuts. Bake 1 hour at 
350°, Remove and cool. 

Cranberry Apple Ginger Squares 

Combine 1 package gingerbread mix 
and 1 can applesauce. Stir in 1/2 cup 
chopped cranberries and 1/2 cup raisins. 
Spread in greased рап, 154% x 10'2 inches. 
Bake 15 minutes at 375". Prepare 1 
package creamy white frosting mix, 
substituting lemon juice (2 TBSP for half 
the liquid). Spread on cooled cake. Cut in 
squares. Makes about 40 pieces. 

Now for a dietetic recipe: 

Cranberry Applesauce Mold 

Combine 1, 16-oz can dietetic-pack 
applesauce and 1, 4-serving, low-calorie 
raspberry gelatin. Cook till dissolved. Stir 
in 1 cup low-calorie cranberry juice, Pour 
into 6 individual molds or a 3-cup mold. 
Chill till firm. 

Cranberry Rocks 

Fill ice cube tray with cranberry juice 
cocktail. Freeze—and presto—eranberry 
rocks! Add rocks to your favorite fruit

This month we are 
going to take a look at 
some Follow Your Neigh- 
bor variations, along with 
the call Spread. Follow 
Your Neighbor is a box 
of four call. As long as 


we have a group of four dancers right-/left-handed, we can 


execute the call Follow Your Neighbor. 


There are cases where 


you can have fewer than four, but it is usually rare that you 


would see this at open dances, 


Follow Your Neighbor: Those 
facing out of the box of four will fold 
into the adjacent dancers' position and 
turn 1/4 more in the same direction 
as the fold (otherwise described as 
Roll), while those facing in to the box 
of four will Extend and Cast Off 3/4s. 
In 'most all cases, the handiness of 
the box of four will determine the 
direction of the Fold and Roll, and 
the hand used to Cast 3/4s. I will 
give choreography with Follow Your 
Neighbor. I will also use Spread with 
some of the material. 

Heads Square Thru 4, Touch 1/4, 
Follow Your Neighbor, Left Swing 
Thru, Four Girls Follow Your Neigh- 
bor, Diamond Circulate, Flip the Dia- 
mond, Trade the Wave, Extend, RLG. 

Heads Touch 1/4, Walk and 
Dodge, Swing Thru, Follow Your 
Neighbor (note #4 man with #1 lady 
and #2 man with #3 lady will be the 
ones Casting 3/4s as the others will 
Fold and Roll), Split Circulate, Trade 
the Wave, Centers Trade, Follow Your 
Neighbor, Just the Boys Spread (note 
that the girls will have left hands 
joined), All Eight Circulate (the 
centers will Pass Thru as the ends 


will be trading from end to end), the 
Centers Trade, Pass Thru, Wheel and 
Deal, Zoom, Square Thru 3, Slide 
Thru and Roll, RLG. 

Heads Star Thru and Spread, Pass 
Thru, Wheel and Spread, Touch 1/4, All 
Eight Circulate once and a-half and the 
OUTSIDE Boy Roll (the outside boys are 
the side boys). In each group of 3, Follow 
Your Neighbor (this will be the #2 man 
and #3 man will Extend and Cast 3/45 
while the #1 lady will Fold to her Right 
and Roll. The other group of 3 would be 
the #4 man and #1 man will Extend and 
Cast 3/4s, while the 43 lady will Fold to 
her Right and Roll. This will create a 
wave of 3 on each side), Girls Diamond 
Circulate, Girls Flip the Diamond (note 
the head girls are the CENTERS of the 
diamond, which means the side girls will 
do the Flip), Grand Swing Thru, Hinge, 
Girls to Your Right Track П, Boys 
Column Circulate, Boys Follow Your 
Neighbor and Spread, Diamond 
Circulate, Flip the Diamond, All Eight 
Circulate Once and a-Half, RLG. 

I would recommend to be careful 
with some of the ideas. Remember, you 
must sell your choreography and make 
it fun. Thanks until next month.

Part way 
through the dance, one of the dancers 
approached me and asked why was I 
“working so hard" for so few squares and 
“was | disappointed because of the small 
attendance?” The questions kind of took 
me by surprise as ] had never related the 
amount of energy and enthusiasm I put 
into a dance to the number of dancers in 
attendance 

I imagine the dancer asking the ques- 
tions had been exposed to a caller some- 
where who did less than call his or her 
best dance because of a small attendance. 
What I can't imagine is where such а 
dance could have taken place, for 1 know 
the callers with whom I am acquainted 
would never do less than their best no 
matter what the attendance. I can, how- 
ever, imagine that caller as no longer be- 
ing in the calling business! 


When I go “on stage" to call a dance, 
I think of that dance as my last calling 
engagement ever; and my goal is to make 
sure that when the dancers go home, they 
know: they danced often; thev danced 
well; they danced smoothly; they were 
excited; they were surprised; they had 
fun; and most selfishly, they said to each 
other on their way out the door, "That's 
too bad he won't be calling anymore—he's 
a good caller—he'll be sorely missed." 
So, gang, that's my answer to the 
questioner. And, should you ever attend 
a dance at which I am calling and feel 
I'm not meeting (or attempting to meet) 
my goal, please step up and tell me. I'll 
really appreciate it.

In Memoriam 


Cynthia M. Metcalf 
Brockton, Massachusetts 


Following a brief illness, Cynthia 
Metcalf died recently at the age of 85. 

Cynthia's square dancing began 
with a Girl Scout troop, followed by 
teaching sessions at the Brockton 
YMCA, where her husband Howard 
chaired a series of successful dances, 
including live radio broadcasts.

Let it snow! Let it snow! 
No, we really do not need all 
that white stuff. It is the 
time of year for giving. 

This month I want all 
of us to take a look at calls 
that are, as I call them, 


“Split” calls. Calls such as Split Circulate, Walk and Dodge are two 
calls that are split movements. By this I mean that they are calls 


that work in a group of four. 


call. If we have parallel waves, these two 
calls are performed on a split basis, each 
side of four. From columns is where we 
would find the use of these two calls more 
diffieult to be danced. This is due to the 
lack of use. From columns, these calls 
would be danced on a split basis, each side 
of four. 

Heads Lead Right Circle to a Line, 
Touch 1/4, Walk and Dodge: in many 
cases one would see that the very cen- 
ter girls would have a tendency to Walk. 
We know that the boys would Walk and 
the girls would Dodge. This is because 
Walk and Dodge is а 4-person call ta 
split call). If we take the same set-up 
and call Split Circulate, one could ex- 
pect some hesitation on the dancers’ 
part, possibly even the very center girls 
circulating ahead one position; of course, 
this is net what is supposed to happen, 
but sometimes it does. I feel deeply and 
strongly that this is not the dancers’ 
fault but a simple case of lack of use on 
the whole of our dancing and calling,

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Have you ever кебен about what this 
publication, The Northeast Square Dancer, 
means to New England square dancing? If 
you're like most of us, you just take it for 
granted. You've probably subscribed for 
several years and you enjoy reading the 
articles and columns. You certainly use it 
to find a dance when you're looking for one. 
But have you ever thought that. maybe we 
are just a little lucky to find such a conve- 
nient, local publication? 

As most of you know, I've been around 
this activity for quite a while. Longer, 
even, than this magazine, although not 
by much. Over the years, there have been 
two square dance magazines with a na- 
tionwide distribution—Sets Jn Order and 
American Square Dance. А few years ago, 
Bob Osgood, the Owner/Editor of Sets In 
Order, retired and the more than 40 years 
of publication ended. American Square 
Dance is now the only magazine with a 
national distribution. Both of the na- 
tional magazines were greatly respected 
and have helped to keep square dancers 
all over the country aware of what was 
happening in the activity. They have been 
a place to advertise equipment, records 
and big festival dances. They have let 
callers know where schools will be held 
and have included a listing of events all 
over the country that are of interest to 
traveling square dancers. 

The Northeast Square Dancer (and 
its predecessor, The New England Caller) 
has been, I believe, the longest-published 
area square dance magazine. Through- 
out more than 40 years of publication, the 
magazine has been highly respected and 
often quoted by both the national maga- 
zines and other local area publications. 
Many area publications are put out by 
volunteers; and while they often do a good 
job of spreading the word about area danc- 
ing, they do not offer the kind of complete 
coverage that we have come to expect 
from *our" magazine. 
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Communication is important. Par- 
ticularly, in an activity such as square 
dancing, which is pretty much “under- 
ground," we need a way to find out what's 
going оп. Our magazine gives us that, 
The “Dance Listing" is particularly help- 
ful and provides an easy way to find out. 
who is ealling and cueing and what the 
dance program will be. But that's not all. 
There are several columns, like mine, 
which can give you information about 
parta of the activity that you may not see 
directly. They can also make you think 
about square dancing and what we might 
do to make it more fun for more people, 
There are articles about sewing and cook- 
ing and how to be a better dancer, There 
are record reviews that help callers and 
round dance and easy mixer instructions 
to help the round dance leaders. There 
are also the CALLERLAB listing of quar- 
terly experimental calls and articles 
about the history and origins of the 
square dance activity. 

No other local publication offers any- 
where near the variety of information and 
the reliable availability that our North- 
eas! Square Dancer gives us. We take it 
for granted because we've always had it. 
We should not. Rather, we should appre- 
ciate it and tell our friends about it so 
they will subscribe and support it. One 
other advantage of our magazine that few 
people realize is the help the owners, Ed 
& Pat (and the Aubuts and Baldwins be- 
fore them) give to the New England 
square dance organizations. All of our 
mailings are handled by them. They pub- 
lish the Directory and process the mail- 
ing of things like the dancer survey I do 
each November for the CO-OP Commit- 
tee. They also give us many pages of free 
publicity for events that are for the good 
of the activity. 

I say "thank you,” and I hope you 
will, too.

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SPIN CHAIN & EXCHANGE THE GEARS 


By Ed Foote, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania 


Spin Chain & Exchange the Gears. Do you know 
the true definition of this call? Most dancers think 
they do, but in fact they do not. The confusion arises 





due to poor wording of the CALLERLAB definition. 


The problem occurs with the wordinjr 
of the definition when the star is formed 
The CALLERLAB wording says *the out- 
facing points of the stars will be the lead- 
ers ofthe exchange" and that the star will 
turn 3/4, at which point these "leaders of 
the exchange" will lead the star out. , . 
While this is indeed what happens, the 
wording muddies the waters because il. 
describes the action which is based on the 
true definition instead of giving the true 
definition precisely 

The true definition is that after the 
star is formed, it turns 3/4, at which point 
a new ocean Wave is formed in the middle 
of the set. It is the two centers of this 
ocean wave which lead everyone out. 

What happens if the caller says 
"Turn the star only 1/2"? Dancers who 
think it is always the outfacing point that 
will lead the star out will break down be- 
cause they will have no idea what the 
caller is talking about. These dancers 
have forgotten the *3/4" and instead are 
focusing on a certain person's always lead- 
ing the star because that was the focus of 
the wording of the definition, Dancers 
who understand the definition will have 
no problem with "turn the star only 1/2" 
because they will simply turn the star 
that amount and then look to see who the 
appropriate person is to lead out.

out. These dancers now have three 
things to remember, while the person 
who understands the call only has one 
thing to remember—the definition. 

Spin Chain & Exchange (he Gears 15 
a good example of the difference between 
Plus and Advanced At Plus the callers 
usually only give the call from the stan- 
dard situation of the star turmng 3/4 and 
a girl leading the star out. At Advanced, 
the star ean turn any fraction and either 
sex сап lead the star out. 

Those at Advanced, upon hearing 
this for the first time, might say this is 
difficult because they have not been 
trained to think correctly. They are try- 
ing to memorize every position for every 
variation of every call, which is an im- 
possible task. The reasonAdvanced danc- 
ing is very easy for some people is not 
because they are smarter but, because 
they know how to think—they under- 
stand the calls they are dancing. 

So, to be a good dancer, be lazy! Don't 
memorize a lot of positions for all the 
calls; instead, only learn one thing for 
each call—the true definition.

that the property owned by the Founda- 
tion is ideally suited for our longer-range 
goals and that we have in our possession 
a rough gem that, when shaped and pol- 
ished, can become an outstanding re- 
source center that all of New England can 
be proud of. 

In the months ahead we will explore 
the background and locations of various 
social dance collections across the country. 
Initially, we are aware of the Lloyd Shaw 
Foundation Archives Center in Albuquer- 
que, New Mexico; the Ralph Page Memo- 
rial Collection at the University of New 
Hampshire, Durham, New Hampshire; the 
operation of Lovette Hall at the Henry Ford 
Museum; Greenfield Village in Dearborn, 
Michigan; and the Crossing Trails Square 
Dance Heritage Collection that now resides 
at the Newberry Library located in Chi- 
cago, Illinois.
